The proposed amendment of claim 355 does not raise new issue and does not necessite a new ground of the 
rejection. The amended claim 355 would be rejected under the same ground applied in the Final Rejection. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Sodoojo teaches steps for automatically creating graphical program (col 13, lines 24-32). Sodoojo further teaches "A server is 
software application which makes available its classes to be accessed from another application, referred to as a client" (col 4, lines 43- 
53). This cited portion means that client application (client program) accesses classes (performs API calls to) of server application 
(server program). Therefore, the cited portion can be reasonably interpreted as "a client program performing API calls to create a 
graphical program as claimed. Yoshida teaches steps for automatically creating new program (macro) from a program (macro-creating 
program) without user input (col 6, lines 39-50) (col 8, lines 33-35 and lines 51-60) (also see col 11, lines 28-33). Therefore, the 
combination of Sodoojo and Yoshida teaches claims 370-380 as presented in the Final Office Action. 

McDonald teaches steps automatically generating graphical program code (col 3, lines 61-63). The combination of McDonald, 
Sodoojo, and Yoshida teaches claims 285-369 and 381 as presented in the Final Office Action.
